Exciting plans to turn historic 
farmland into a new country park 
near Ewell have been welcomed. 

Having previously promised to 
create a new public open space, 
Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis has revealed the authority 
has set its sights on Tolworth Court 
Farm, a 107-acre plot in Old 
Kingston Road which has been 
farmed since Norman times. 

The site, which is already open to 
the public, has seen visitor numbers 


drop in the past 14 years, after barri¬ 
ers were put up to prevent vehicle 
access following a series of traveller 
incursions and an illegal rave in 
2000. 

Kingston Council is now putting 
together a proposal that could see 
deer, horses and a visitor centre put 
on to the land. People would also be 
able to enjoy picnics, walks and edu¬ 
cational visits. 

Residents’ Association Councillor 
Eber Kington, who represents 
Ewell Court on Epsom Council and 
sits on Surrey County Council, wel¬ 
comed the plans for the site which 
borders Ewell. 

Coun Kington said: “It actually 


sounds quite exciting and it’s 
always good when there is further 
opportunity for our younger gener¬ 
ation to get educated about 
wildlife.” 

He said that it made a nice change 
from plans to build supermarkets 
and similar developments, adding: 
“To have something that will gener¬ 
ate family friendly additional open 
space, it’s lovely. I’m sure it will 
spark a lot of interest locally. It is 
something that I think will be very 
much supported.”

EWELL: Developer argues there is deperate need for family houses 

‘A danger to pedestrians’

A developer has dismissed 
residents’ concerns that build¬ 
ing four new homes in their 
backyards is a threat to high¬ 
way safety and wildlife. 

A planning application was 
submitted to Epsom Council 
last month to build two pairs 
of semi-detached homes be¬ 
hind a house, 93 Chessington 
Road, in Ewell, with parking 
and private drive access. 

The garden of the home 
stretches back about 100ft and 
several homes on the adjacent 
Oakdale Road back on to it. 

Residents of Oakdale Road, 
including Rob Harvey, are 
worried the development and 
its proposed access road, will 
be a danger to pedestrians. 

Mr Harvey said there will be 
a risk of accidents as traffic 
will be emerging from the side 
road on to the busy Chessing¬ 
ton Road, as well as by people 
entering and leaving the park 
next door. 



He said: “Over the past few 
decades the back garden of 
the house was allowed to be¬ 
come very overgrown to the 
extent it was virtually an im¬ 
penetrable wilderness, thick 
with vegetation and numer¬ 
ous large trees. This provided 
both a home for numerous 
wildlife, eg, bats, hedgehogs, 
foxes, and also acted as a 
screening barrier to Oakdale 
Road homes and a nearby 
park.” 

He said the land was cleared 
of vegetation on July 12, but 
no waste disposal procedures 
were used and some trees 
were cut down while others 


Residents battle homes plan 
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were left. 

But Paul Englemann, direc¬ 
tor of the site’s developer, 
White Oak Homes, said he is 
not concerned about safety or 
wildlife issues. 

He said: “It’s a notorious 
piece of wasteland that has 
had a number of police issues 
over the years. It’s an ideal 
piece of land for badly-needed 
family houses. There is a des¬ 
perate need for three-bedroom 
houses in the borough, as 
identified by Epsom Council. 

“Number 93 has a drive on to 
the front over an existing 
dropped kerb. If this [new] 
road is allowed they would be

able to come out of the proper¬ 
ty front-ways rather than re¬ 
versing out. I think highways’ 
conclusion will be that it is an 
improvement in terms of safe¬ 
ty. I don’t think there will be 
worries about safety. 

“The owner brought a tree 
contractor to come and clear 
the land and it upset a few peo¬ 
ple on the day, but it’s now 
gone. Bats don’t live in 
garages like that or trees. 

“There’s no justification 
that wildlife was destroyed.”

Padlocks cut to 
steal eco-vehicle 


A £10,000 all-terrain utility 
vehicle used by conserva¬ 
tionists on Epsom Common 
was stolen on Sunday night.

Hospitals out to balance

After several tumultuous 
years, a hospital trust struck 
a note of optimism at its 
AGM on Monday night with 
plans to balance its books by 
the end of this financial year. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals gave the optimistic fi¬ 
nancial forecast after 2013-14 
ended with a deficit of £7.4m, 
down from £12m in 2012-13 
and £17m in 2011-12. 

But a hospital campaigner 
said the hospitals were 
recently referred to Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt over 
auditors’ concerns - some¬ 
thing she claimed was the 
“elephant in the room”. 

The AGM, held at St Helier 
and attended by less than 50 
people, heard that the hospi¬ 
tals only failed to meet one 
key standard. 

This target was for zero 
cases of hospital superbug 
MRSA, but the hospitals 
recorded eight cases in 
2013-14. 

Chief executive Chrisha 
Alagaratnam acknowledged 
that the trust has been 
through “much turmoil” 
over the past few years, but 
was confident that it now has 
a “strong future”. 

A controversial Better 
Services Better Value 
(BSBV) programme, that

proposed axing accident and 
emergency (A&E) and mater¬ 
nity services, was scrapped 
earlier this year, but the 
same issues remain under 
review. 

Ms Alagaratnam said: 
“Despite the uncertainty the 
[BSBV] programme has 
caused, we have achieved so 
much. 

“We have improved on 
quality of care, we are on 
course - despite the pres¬ 
sures - to balance our books 
at the end of this year and we 
have hit our challenging 
performance targets - in fact, 
our A&E performance has 
led London.” 


Responding to a question 
about why the trust has been 
referred to the Secretary of 
State for Health over its fi¬ 
nancial position, Laurence 
Newman said it was in some 
ways a “technical reason”. 

Mr Newman said: “It came 
because we had a deficit last 
year of £7.4m. 

“That deficit 
was a budget¬ 
ed deficit - 
we agreed 
that deficit I 
in advance.

were no sur¬ 
prises when it 
came in.

“The direction of the trajec¬ 
tory is clearly in the right 
direction and we really do 
not feel we are being 
threatened.” 

Asked about the effect of 
plans to treat many more 
people in the community, 
Jackie Sullivan, chief operat¬ 
ing officer at the trust, said: 
“It is appropriate sometimes 
to move work to the commu¬ 
nity, and we want to work 
with our partners to do that, 
but we are not seeing a slow¬ 
down of referrals to this 
hospital.” 

Later, when asked if St He¬ 
lier Hospital would close, Ms 
Newman said: “The easy an¬ 
swer is no. 

“Having said that, all of 
healthcare in London as a 
whole is being looked at and 
who knows what will come of 
that. 

“As we sit here today, we 
can say hand on heart it is 
not going to close.” 

Last year, the hospital trust 
spent £366m in operating 
costs, including £225.7m on 
staffing and £7.3m on clinical 
negligence costs. 

The evening event included 
a video montage of patients 
praising the hospitals’ 
services and an exhibition 
allowing people to try hospi¬ 
tal food, watch staff working 
on a dummy simulating an 
asthma attack and learn 
about hospital initiatives and 
groups. 



Edics case set 
for December 


An adjudication process between 
Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (SDCCG) and 
Epsom Downs Integrated Care 
Services (Edics) will take place 
in December - more than a year 
after the CCG decided to pull the 
plug on the award-winning 
service. 

Edics provided specialist NHS 
clinics in the community, but 
went into administration after 
its contract was not renewed by 
the CCG last August. 

At the time, Miles Freeman, 
chief officer at the CCG, who 
made the decision, said it was 
“faced with a service that 
was demonstrably not providing 
value for money”. 

Last September, at a meeting 
of its governing body, SDCCG 
said it could lose up to £2.5m 
in the dispute. 

Mediation between the parties 
failed and should an adjudication 
also prove unsuccessful, the 
issue is likely to go to court. 

A SDCCG spokesman said 
an outcome to the adjudication 
is expected in January.

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Former prison officer says Grayling needs to work at prison ‘to see what really goes on’ 


‘MP should spend time inside’

An ex-prison officer has 
called on Justice Secretary 
Chris Grayling to spend a 
month working in a prison 
after penning a book about 
his experiences. 

Dominick Bryant, 53, who 
worked at High Down, in 
Banstead, from 2006 to 2008, 
has just published an account 
of his time at the prison - as 
well as at Downview and 
Brixton prisons and Feltham 
Young Offender Institution - 
called Irish Eyes: Behind HM 
Prison Walls, United King¬ 
dom. 

Mr Bryant, from Ireland, 
said the personal issues he 
faced on the inside compelled 
him to speak out about life 



behind the prison gate. 

Although he worked at 
High Down before Epsom and 
Ewell’s MP, Mr Grayling, was 
appointed Justice Secretary 
and introduced substantial 
cuts to staff numbers and a 
tougher prison regime, Mr 
Bryant said the numbers of 
prison officers on a landing 
were already beginning to be 
drastically cut. 

He said: “Someone like 
Chris Grayling should go into 
a prison and work there for a 
month to see what really goes 
on. People in power don’t live 
in the real world. 

“I believe a prison governor 
should run the establish¬ 
ment. They come from the 
shop floor. 

“Now they have to do what 
head office tells them which 
is cut, cut, cut. 

“The prisons are heading 


towards privatisation and 
that is dangerous as then a 
prison becomes all about 
profit and not about the 
duty of care you have to 
prisoners.” 

Mr Bryant said he enjoyed 
interacting with prisoners 
but that they “crack-up” if 


locked in cells for 23 hours a 
day - something repeatedly 
claimed by friends and family 
of inmates at High Down in 
the past six months, although 
the Ministry of Justice has 
denied this. 

Mr Bryant said life experi¬ 
ence was vital as a prison of¬ 


ficer and the age at which 
people can join should be 
raised from the current age 
of 18 to 25. 

Mr Bryant’s book is avail¬ 
able for Kindle on Amazon.

Downview may have to wait 


until next year to open as men’s prison

A new men’s resettlement 
prison may not now open 
until next year as there are 
already enough prison 
places for inmates, accord¬ 
ing to the Government. 

Downview prison, next to 
High Down, in Sutton Lane, 
Banstead, closed as a 
women’s prison in October. 


In May, the Ministry of 
Justice (Mo J) said the prison 
would re-open as an adult 
male Category C resettle¬ 
ment prison by October. 

The MoJ submitted a plan¬ 
ning application earlier this 
year to Reigate and Banstead 
Council to build a new edu¬ 
cation centre at Downview. 


But when asked by the 
Epsom Guardian this week 
when Downview would be 
re-opening, an MoJ 
spokesman said: “We moni¬ 
tor prison population fluctu¬ 
ations and accommodation 
needs constantly. 

“Currently we do not need 
to open Downview in 


October and expect to open it 
later in the year or early in 
the new year - contributing 
to our overall approach to 
drive down costs. 

“All work at the prison re¬ 
mains on target to be deliv¬ 
ered by the end of this 
year.” 

Resettlement prisons form 


an important part of 
Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling’s plans for a “reha¬ 
bilitation revolution” in the 
country’s prison estate 
by creating a nationwide 
“through the prison gate” 
support service for offenders 
from custody into the 
community.

Campaigners are finalising plans 
to descend on Epsom to march, 
rally and speak against MP Chris 
Grayling’s plans to privatise 
most of the probation service. 

Members of Napo - the Nation¬ 
al Association of Probation Offi¬ 
cers - from the Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex (KSS) and London 
branches are organising the 
protest on Saturday, September 
27, and are calling on the public 
to join them. 

The Secretary of State for Jus¬ 
tice has proposed a number of 
sweeping changes to the proba¬ 
tion service, that involve 
outsourcing low-to-medium-risk 
offenders to 21 new community 
rehabilitation companies (CRCs). 

A new public sector body, the 
National Probation Service, will 
continue to deal with high-risk 
offenders, including those con¬ 
victed of sexual offences and se¬ 
rious violence. 

Speaking as chairman of KSS 
Napo, Mike Rayfield said it has 
organised the rally because Mr 
Grayling will soon be deciding on 
the contracts to be awarded to the 
CRCs, and the organisation is 
trying to “oppose the share sale”. 

He said: “Surrey’s bid fell 
through three months ago be¬ 
cause there were things in the 
contract that were ‘too much for 
us to bear’. 

“We still do not know what 



that means.” 

Mr Rayfield said Surrey’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner 
Kevin Hurley shared Napo’s con¬ 
cerns, is opposed to the privatisa¬ 
tion of the probation service and 
claimed his office has said it 
would “do what they could to 
help”. 

He said: “Fragmenting the pro¬ 
bation service into 21 CRCs and 
regional national probation 
areas will do nothing to improve 
service delivery. These plans are 
dangerous and people could be 
harmed or even killed. 

“Low-to-medium-risk offend¬ 
ers, most of whom would be man¬ 
aged in the CRC, can cause as 
much harm as those assessed as 
high risk.” 

Mr Grayling, defending the 
reforms, said: “Our sky-high 
reoffending rates have dogged 
this country for more than a 
decade, with almost half of all 
prisoners going back to crime 


within a year. 

“This is despite spending a 
massive £4bn each year on pris¬ 
ons and probation. 

“The current system just is not 
working, so we are introducing a 
new approach to rehabilitation 
that will finally tackle this unac¬ 
ceptable issue. 

“Through our reforms, each 
year an extra 50,000 prisoners on 
short sentences, who currently 
get no statutory supervision on 
release, will get help to turn their 
lives around. 

“This will be vital in cutting 
crime and making our communi¬ 
ties safer.” 

The march will start outside 
Epsom Playhouse, in Ashley Av¬ 
enue, Epsom, at 11am, and will 
progress through the town, end¬ 
ing up with speakers - including 
Napo national general secretary 
Ian Lawrence - addressing the 
group at a rally in Mount Hill 
Gardens at 1pm.

School loo selective’

A parent has hit out at one of the 
country’s top-performing compre¬ 
hensive schools, claiming its crite¬ 
ria for admitting students to the 
sixth form is “selective”. 

Glyn School, in the Kingsway, 
Ewell, the only boys’ comprehen¬ 
sive school in Surrey, was rated 
“outstanding” by Ofsted for the 
second time in May 2012 and was 
rated as the fourth best non-selec- 
tive boys’ school in England for its 
GCSE results in the same year. 

A mother whose son has been 
forced to go to another sixth form 
school this month, said the crite¬ 
ria students must reach to secure 
a place to study for their A-levels 
at the school - six A* to C grades at 
GCSE, including maths and En¬ 
glish, with at least four B grades - 
is unfair for a non-selective, state, 
comprehensive. 

The woman, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous, said: “My son 
loved his years at Glyn as did his 


two older siblings and actively 
took part in many areas of school 
life, representing the school at 
football, rugby and cricket and he 
had 100 per cent attendance al¬ 
most every year. 

“He worked hard for his GCSEs 
and had fantastic support from 
many of the teachers. 

“However, he attained six C 
grades and two Bs and without ne¬ 
gotiation has been denied entry to 
the sixth form. 

“In order to pursue his studies 
we have been forced to find an al¬ 
ternative school where he can un¬ 
dertake the same courses offered 
by Glyn. How can this be fair in a 
non-selective state comprehensive 
school? 

“I have always been the greatest 
advocate of the school. However, it 
seems it’s all about the results and 
league tables with little considera¬ 
tion for individuals” 

Responding to the claim that 
Glyn’s sixth form criteria is too 
“selective”, Jon Chaloner, head¬ 
teacher, said: “All comprehensive 
schools in the local area apply a 
variety of subject-specific criteria 
for A-level courses. 


“Throughout years 10 and 11 we 
strive to support our boys in ac¬ 
cessing the most appropriate 
courses for their continued educa¬ 
tion, including parent and student 
meetings with a member of the 
leadership team in the spring 
term. 

“Following GCSE results day, all 
students and their families have 
had the opportunity to discuss 
their next steps with a member of 
the leadership team and this offer 
remains.” 

He said that admissions policies 
are reviewed by the school’s gov¬ 
erning body on an annual basis 
and this particular policy has 
been in place since 2012. 

Mr Chaloner added: “Glyn is not 
being ‘selective’. 

“Our criteria is broadly in line 
with our fellow local schools and 
we all employ minimum grades in 
individual GCSEs for certain 
subjects. 

“Our criteria has not restricted 
students’ aspirations. 

“Subsequently we have the 
largest sixth form locally with 443 
on roll and another 170 about to go 
up to university.”

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Replica rolls for church 



An elderly man who remembers 
an illuminated list of war dead 
hanging in his childhood church is 
glad a copy of it will finally be 
returned. 

Replica rolls of honour com¬ 
memorating member of St Barn¬ 
abas in Temple Road who died in 
the two world wars are set to be 
placed in the Epsom church in 
November, more than 15 years 
after the originals were removed. 

This month Michael Tucker, 79, 
who lives in Australia, visited the 
church where he went to church 
as a boy and saw the Great War 
memorial roll. 

Mr Tucker said he was told that 
copies of rolls of honour, bearing 
the names of dead soldiers from 
both world wars, will be kept in a 
memorial case there. 

Mr Tucker said: “I am happy to 
know that. I would like to leave

these shores knowing that it will 
be restored as it should be. 

“I feel being here today, I feel I 
am representing not only those 
who lost their lives, but also the 
person who beautifully painted 
that memorial and the parish¬ 
ioners at the time when I was a 
young boy.” 

He said the church believes the 
originals might “fall to bits” and 
should be kept in an archive 
where they remained since the 
1990s. The rolls of honour had 


been taken to the Surrey History 
Centre, in Woking, under the 
watch of the previous vicar, the 
Rev Michael Preston. 

Last November Mr Preston said: 
“I don’t think it was ever dis¬ 
played. It was in a box of archive 
documents going right back to the 
1920s.” 

But following public calls for the 
return of the rolls of honour in 
the new year, backed by this news¬ 
paper, Mr Tucker wrote to the 
Epsom Guardian saying he re¬ 
membered it hanging in the 
church. 

In an email from Australia, he 
said that as a young boy his father 
had explained the significance of 
the roll of honour. 

He said: “That had a profound ef¬ 
fect on me whenever I looked at it, 
as the reassuring angel comforts 
the bereaved person weeping.” 

The Rev Sue Bull, from the 
church, said they also planned to 
unveil a plaque, inscribed with 
“for the fallen”, at a special service 
in November.

Disgusted by ‘super sewer’ 


I read with disgust, but little sur¬ 
prise, that the London “super 
sewer” has been given the 
go-ahead. 

This multi-billion pound pro¬ 
ject, much criticised as unneces¬ 
sary by many experts, will cause 
huge disruption for many 
Londoners. 

Of perhaps more interest to 
many Surrey residents, and 
those of other counties border¬ 
ing London, is that their already 


excessive water bills will rise by 
some £80 a year for an indefinite 
period to pay for something that 
does not benefit them. 

Thames Water, which for some 
reason is responsible for the 
sewage treatment of millions of 
households outside London, say 
it is “fairer” to spread the cost 
among all its customers. 

This is a privately and foreign 
owned company, paying divi¬ 
dends to shareholders. Its chief 


executive is on a salary of some 
£450,000 a year plus bonuses. 

Readers may be interested to 
know that, unlike other utilities, 
water supplies cannot be cut off 
under any circumstances. 

There is a hugely convoluted 
legal process to try to force pay¬ 
ment of bills, and the company 
has built up huge amounts of 
toxic debt from unpaid bills, 
which it tried to recoup by levy¬ 
ing a one-off supplement on 


customers who do pay their bills. 

Fortunately, Ofwat quashed 
that. 

I reckon that if every non-Lon¬ 
don household refuses to pay the 
“super sewer supplement”, there 
is not a lot Thames Water could 
do about it. 

They can then use their profits 
to pay for it instead.

Man jailed for bankrupcy fraud is 
poor example of legal aid concern 


It is a matter of concern that 
legal aid has been cut, and we 
should be alert to any possible 
adverse consequences. 

Yet I cannot see that the case 
you report of Martin Stevens, 
sentenced to six months in 
prison after pleading guilty to a 
bankruptcy fraud, is a good ex¬ 
ample (Ex-prisoner speaks out 
about life in High Down, August 
28). 

As I understand the rules, the 
income threshold for losing the 
right to legal aid is very much 
higher in the case of a full trial 
on a not guilty plea than for a 
sentencing hearing after a 
guilty plea. 

This seems appropriate, as 
there is not so much to be ar¬ 
gued about in court on a guilty 
plea. Should a plea of mitigating 
circumstances be any better 


I ventured into town the other 
night to do a bit of shopping after 
getting home just after 7pm.

defence lawyer rather than com¬ 
ing direct from the defendant? 

Bankruptcy is a means of can¬ 
celling your debts, and thereby 
imposing losses on others that 
they would not have expected. 

In the process you would have 
to complete a sworn statement 
on your financial circum¬ 
stances; and if you falsify it by 
concealing a significant finan¬ 
cial asset, this is a serious 
matter. 

It seems unlikely to me that an 
intelligent person could do that 
through an innocent mistake, 
but if Mr Stevens really felt he 
could have made a reasonable 
case that this was what hap¬ 
pened, he should not have need¬ 
ed a lawyer to tell him not to 
plead guilty. 

As it happened he certainly 


speaking it was like a ghost 
town.

should have been given credit 
for his guilty plea, which will 
have significantly reduced the 
costs of the trial, and for the fact 
that this was his first criminal 
conviction. 

Yet those factors alone do not 
add up to a free ticket to escape 
serious punishment for a rather 
serious offence. 

Other factors, not detailed in 
your report, should also have 
had a bearing on sentencing. 

These would include the 
amount involved and whether 
the “personal tragedies” in this 
case were experienced only by 
the fraudster, or whether that 
description could have been ap¬ 
plied to the potential effects on 
any victims of the fraud.

Agent speaks out against mansion tax 


Estate agent Aston Mead is throwing 
its weight behind calls to prevent a 
'Mansion Tax' coming into force in 
the UK. 

Both Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats have proposed imposing 
levies on homes more than £2m - 
many of which are in Surrey and 
Berkshire. But new research 

published by Savills 

£ 3 * 
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week suggests any such tax could 
backfire, wiping almost £lbillion off 
government revenues. 

Aston Mead director Adam Hesse 
said: "What the proponents of this 
new tax have failed to recognise is 
that a levy like this would actually 
deter wealthy investors. 

"Even those who do buy are likely 
to be willing to pay less for 
properties - which would have a 
knock-on effect for stamp duty and 
inheritance tax revenues. So as this 
new report indicates, instead of 
raising more money for Government 
coffers, a mansion tax would 
actually raise less." 

"People would be penalised 
- some of them on very 


small incomes or pensions - simply 
for living in properties for several 
decades which have grown in value." 

"A ceiling of 7 per cent for 
properties over £2m means that 
someone paying 2 million and fifty 
thousand pounds for a house is 
paying the same stamp duty 
percentage as someone paying 
£10m - which hardly seems fair. If 
the Government is looking for ways 
to tax the rich, it could introduce 
additional stamp duty thresholds to 
even out this imbalance. 

"But all the while the threat of a 
mansion tax remains, a disincentive 
to buy lingers at the top end of the 
property market - the ricochet 
effect of which affects us all."

Brown says: “I try to get 
everybody in the group to 
write a full-length play 
over the 12 weeks. Not ev¬ 
erybody manages to get to 
the end of the script, but I 
would say a substantial 
amount of people do. 

“We really encourage 
people just to go for it - 
just write a lot of stuff. 

“One of the big things I 
focus on is getting people 
to overcome their fears 
and doubts and to just get 
on with writing. 

I do an exercise 
where I tell the 


group to write for two min¬ 
utes - whatever comes into 
their heads, just write it 
down. 

“Even if you end up writ¬ 
ing ‘I am writing, I am 
writing’ over and over, it 
still helps you get the cre¬ 
ative juices flowing.” 

Although playwriting dif¬ 
fers to screenwriting and 
novel writing, the essential 
ingredient behind any 
work of creative fiction is 
largely the same - there 
must be conflict. 

Brown says: “There 
needs to be forward mo¬ 
mentum, you need to see 
the characters change 
through time. The good 
thing about theatre is you 


don’t have to have huge 
dramatic set-pieces to have 
impact. Little emotional 
moments can have an enor¬ 
mous effect. 

“In theatre you can focus 
on characters and slowly 
reveal changes to them - I 
would first focus on how 
the characters come alive 
rather than worrying 
about the plot.” 

Although writing cre¬ 
atively is incredibly hard 
work, the rewards are even 
greater, says Brown. 

“The first time you see a 
performance of your work, 
with actors saying words 
you wrote and giving them 
meaning - it’s extraor¬ 
dinary,” he says. ^

DANGER: Distracted children

Leading road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(1AM) has issued a warning to 
drivers to stay on their guard on 
their daily commute, as distracted 
youngsters make their way home 
from school. 

Many schools in England return 
ed from the summer break last 
week, and, as is the case each year, 
the risk of an accident becomes 
significantly greater as the school 
run brings with it a 20 per cent 
growth in rush hour traffic. 

While much has been said about 
watching out for youngsters on 
their way to school, the 1AM has 
warned that a greater risk comes 
on the way home - where under 
16s are more likely to be 
distracted by playing with their 
friends, listening to music or 
interacting on social media on 
their phones. 

Existing research from the 
Department for Transport's 
THINK! initiative showed that 62 
per cent of 11-16-year-olds admit 
to being distracted by talking to 
friends as they cross the road, a 
similar number had to stop a 
friend from having an accident by 


either pulling them back or calling 
out. 

Thirty six percent of girls and 25 
per cent of boys say they get 
distracted by using their mobile 
phones. 

Neil Greig, 1AM director of policy 
and research, said: "Technology 
has moved on at such a pace, it is 


clear that youngsters are being 
distracted by the myriad of 
portable entertainment devices 
available to them." 

An existing report 
commissioned by the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council 
for Transport Safety (PACTS) and 
supported by the 1AM called 


Stepping Out looked at trends in 
pedestrian safety. 

It found children are more likely 
to be injured in spring and 
summer (excluding August) and 
more likely to be injured as 
pedestrians on weekdays at 
morning and afternoon school 
times. 

It also found the age at which 
pedestrians are most at risk is 12 
years old. 

The research showed while there 
were naturally peaks in casualties 
between 7 and 9am (15 per cent of 
child pedestrian casualties being 
in this two-hour period), there was 
an even greater peak between 3 
and 5pm (nearly 23 per cent 
during these times) suggesting 
that while children may be driven 
to school, they make their own 
way home in the afternoon - 
making this a more crucial time 
for drivers to be aware of young 
pedestrians. 

The 1AM also urged drivers to be 
more vigilant in rural or remote 
areas, as the findings showed 70 
per cent of child casualties were 
injured on sections of road not at 
or near a pedestrian crossing. 


Former model and mum of one 
Jodie Kidd is backing a campaign 
to abolish VAT on child car seats. 

She has teamed up with 
Halfords to gather signatures for 
a petition calling for the EU to 
abolish the five per cent VAT 
currently added to every child 
car seat sold in the UK. 

Child car seat VAT is estimated 
to cost parents in the UK more 
than £31 million a year - not 
taking into account 
grandparents, aunts and uncles 
who may be purchasing 
additional car 
seats - while 
children's clothing 
enjoys a zero rate. 

Jodie said: "As a 
keen driver and a 
mum, I think it's 
unfair that parents 
and grandparents 
are being 
penalised for 
trying to give their 
children the best 
start in life. 

"Car safety is 


something I am really passionate 
about and ending the VAT on 
children's car seats will save 
money for millions of families." 

Jodie will work with Halfords 
on a variety of autumn winter, 
Christmas and digital campaigns 
over the next six months. 

Meanwhile Halfords has 
scrapped VAT on its range of car 
seats until November 17.

Sky pull 
the plug 

Ashtead CC skipper Tom 
Deighton and chairman 
Richard Laudy have 
joined forces to criticise 
Sky Sports’ decision to 
drop live coverage of 
the ECB National Club 
T20 finals day, writes Tim 
Ashton. 

The chance to appear in 
club cricket’s showpiece 
finale attracted more than 
800 entries this season, 
with the promise of a T20 
Blast-style finals day at a 
county ground in front of 
the Sky cameras an added 
bonus to any silverware. 

However, despite origi¬ 
nally scheduling coverage 
- as has been the case 
since 2008 - Sky pulled the 
plug just days before in 
favour of the opening day 
of the County Champi¬ 
onship decider between 
Notts and Yorkshire. 

Deighton was particu¬ 
larly aggrieved at Sky’s 
handling of the decision. 

“We got one letter from 
Sky telling us they were 
dropping coverage, that 
was it,” he said. 

“When I told the lads 
and they were devastated 
and they all wanted some 
answers.” 

He added: “It could have 
been dealt with better - all 
the cameras were there 
and they could have 
shown the final as the 
county match had ended.” 

Laudy added: “Sky 
missed a great opportuni¬ 
ty to promote club cricket. 

“The decision caused a 
lot of disappointment and 
the reaction on social 
media suggests it was the 
wrong call. 

“I know Sky do a lot of 
hard work to promote 
grass roots cricket, but 
this was a mistake.” 

A Sky spokesman said: 
“The decision was made to 
show the County Champi¬ 
onship match live, that’s 
the reasoning for the 
rescheduling. 

“There will be an hour- 
long highlights show soon, 
so fans and players will 
have a record of the day.”

It is a case of mission accom¬ 
plished for Matt Joblin after 
he stepped down as skipper 
of Leatherhead CC. 

The 28-year-old held the 
reins for five years, guiding 
the Fetcham Grove side to 
two promotions and a steady 
footing in the Surrey Cham¬ 
pionship Premier Division. 

Leatherhead had been dal¬ 
lying with the drop, but a win 
in the penultimate match at 
home to Weybridge secured 
their position, meaning the 
final day win at Sutton was 
the icing on the cake. 

And it was the final piece in 
the jigsaw for Joblin, who has 
been part of the club since he 
was seven years old, leaving 
the captaincy for fellow club 
stalwart Matt Laidman.

“Had we been relegated, I 
would not have stepped 
down, but as we got closer to 
safety this season, I could see 
we had a squad and team that 
could continue the club’s mo¬ 
mentum.” 

That momentum has been 
felt not just in the first team 
changing room, but through¬ 
out the club. 

The seconds, led by David 
Baker, have won promotion 
to the Premier Division as 
champions. 

The only blip is the relega¬ 
tion from Division Two of the 
third string. 

He added: “I will still be 
playing and I am staying on 
the committee. 

“I will do all I can to sup¬ 
port Matt [Laidman], al¬ 
though I know he will be an 
excellent skipper. 

“He has been in the first 
team for six years, is a very 
talented batsman and wicket¬ 
keeper, but he is also an intel¬ 
ligent cricketer. 

“But I’ll be there to help 
him deal with the off the field 
parts of being skipper that 
may be he is not yet used to.” 

In his five years in charge, 
Joblin, pictured, led the team 
to the Division Two title in 
2012, and the Division One 
title in 2013. 

And it is with pride that he 
looks back on those achieve¬ 
ments, albeit from a different 
perspective than expected. 


“I am proud of the pro¬ 
motions, but I am more 
proud of the commit¬ 
ment I have shown 
to achieving what I 
wanted to 

achieve,” he said. 

“When I took 
over, I set out my 
plans and there 
were some tough 
times in the early 
days, with a few 
set-backs, but I 
told myself I was 
not going to stop.” 

He added: “I am 
lucky to have some 
great players around 
me, some who travel 
back at weekends 
from universities in 
Exeter, Cardiff and 
Loughborough. 

“That’s how I know 
the club is headed in the 
right direction.” 

Leatherhead chairman 
Peter Ashdown said: “As 
skipper Matt has done a fan¬ 
tastic job and the results 
speak for themselves. 

“But what people don’t 
see is he is a great commu¬ 
nicator, and he really gets 
the players playing for him 
and as a team. He will be 
sorely missed as skipper.”
